MIDST OF BUNDLE OF 
GRAND GREEN GLORY 


NEW* YORK. Nov. 12.— Customs inspectors began to figure on 
the value of goods walking alone from the Kaiser Wilhelm ll here 
today when the huge bundle suddenly unfolded and disclosed Enri- 
co Caruso, the famous tenor, hiding in the midst of splendor. 
Perched on Caruso's head was a green fedora with a bow in the 
back. 
A great overcoat, also green, enfolded him. 
It had a heavy 
fur collar which completely hid the tenor's face and stood up so high 
that the hat s e e m e d to rest upon the collar rather 
than 
Caruso's 
head. 
I tangling from a sleeve of the overcoat— no hand w as visible— 
was a massive cane with a long ivory knob surmounted by heavy 
gold filigree. 
Beneath the overcoat were bla**k patent leather shoes 
with tan tops. 
When Caruso came out from his hiding place it was seen that 
he was clean shaven. 
His first statement was that he had been 
given a medal since be left this country by the 
king 
of Bavaria. 
who conferred the Order of St. Michael on him.
